The Semite at Ottawa may not in- 
aptly be tenued the burial-plucc of 
British Columbia's liopes— the ceme- 
tery -where lie iiitened the remaiiiK of 
one Island Kaihviiy Bill, and where, for 
aught one can at this momeut discern, 
u similar scheme may follow its pre- 
dttcessor to the city of the dead. "Hark ! 
from the tombs a'dolcful sound." The 
btingry- chnrehyijrd is looking about 
for more victims, and in its greod has 
just swallowed another Columbia 
measure. The Supreme Courts Hill, 
having passed the Lower House by a 
largo majority, ha.s been killed in tha 
Senate. In one sei»se we are not sorry 
that the Bill has suffered an ignomin-

The facta nre as follows : — 
l»t. That in tho year 1858 a bridge e.\iaL- 
od iicroas the Uarbur at tho foot of 
Johnson streat, as .shown on the skotcli 
map of the Harbor iient herewith, ul 
tho spot marked A. 
2f)d. In the year 18G1 this bridge was re- 
moved, chiefly at private expense, foi' 
'■~tho purpose of increasing the wliarLae- 

commodatioii of the growing city. 
A number of wharves and warohouaea 
jwere erected at u very heavy cost north 
orthesite of the Ijridge, and the road 
to Esquimau was diverted and nnw 
nina over the briilmis uiarked B. and C. 
Tho hiu'bor it.self even now is uf very 
limited capacity owing to nunieroim bays 
being unfitted ler aliippiiiL;. 

At the end of tho ])ro.sent .sos.sidU nf the 
Local House an Act was passed hurriedly 
through, giving the Oovernor-in-Oouncil 
tho power of granting cliarterH for toll 
bridges. 

Certain menibei-a of tlie Huiiso have 
bought property largely in tlie immediate 
neighborhood of tiie site of the nUl 
bridge, and it now appears that their nb- 
Jeet is to obtain the ru-erectiun of tlie 
bridge ^eross tho liai;l)or as u toll bridge. 

"Undor iho circumstances we re.s[>t et fully 
hope that no such license will be accortleil 
as it will intiict a nio.st serimiK injury on 
tho property-holders north of llm pro- 
posed bridge. 

It will decrease tiio liarbor aceonuiioda- 
tiot^.tyro-thirda; even if a swing-bridge 
wa^lftQed on th« spot, the channel is so 
ntHTOW that a serious interruption to tlie 
traffic would occur, besides a risk of 
sttanding, and iluring a -stiff breeze it 
would bo almost impossible for steamers 
or sailing voaaels to got through, and it 
will be an injury to the city at large.

Tomporanco in tho Navy. 

A special public Mooting of the Nation- 
al Temperance League was held on Fri- 
ilay night iu the Memorial Hall, Far- 
ringdou street, to receive from INIias A. E. 
Weston an account of tho progress made 
iu promoting temperance in tho Royal 
Navy. The cliair was taken by Admiral 
Prevost. After a few remarks on tho 
past and present state of the tomper- 
anco cause in tho Navy by Captain Grant, 
R. N. , Miss Weston gave an interesting 
account of her work among sailors on 
shipboard and on shore. Branelios of the 
league have been formed on board 202 
ships out of 230 in coiumissiou. Thoy 
could iiovr number four Admirals and 
many Conunandors in tho ranks of 
tho total abstaiiiera.

Ad- 
miral Brevost, who said he had been a 
total abstainer for more than twenty 
years, oxi)resaud a boi)e that the Govern- 
ment would aeo the ditheulty in which 
total abstainers in tho navy wero [jlaced 
by tho present systum of serving out grog, 
and that some beneficial change would bo 
eltucted. He had been glad to learn 
from Caiitaiti (Ir.ant, who had l)een one 
of the tirst ci.iunianders to allow Miss 
Weston to go alic lard his shi[i to lecture 
to the men, that tho beer cantoon in his 
slii|) had been done away with and re 
[ilaced by a coffee canteen liy a vote of a 
majority of tho crow. Tho chairman con- 
cluded by urging otKcera to set an exaiu- 
[)le to their men by abstaining from w iuo. 
Tlie [ireceediugs ended with the [lassing 
of vntcH of tliank.'s to Miss AV'eston and
